est dev elo p ment to day in an au ­ 
to accident case which has been 
u nder inv estigatio n fo r the last 
36 ho u rs. 
The affidav it was swo rn o u t by 
Dep u ty 
Sheriff Ru ssell Co o ns 
who is co ndu cting the inv estiga­ 
tio n in the absence o f his father, 
Sheriff L. M. Co o ns, who is at 
Madiso n. The p erso ns named in 
the affidav it were all giv en In­ 
dianap o lis addresses: The men 
were Richard Nash, 22, o f 1422 
Bro adway ; Hay wo o d Smiley , 23, 
1428 Ashland av enu e; 
Samu el 
Gillesp ie, 
20, 
o f 
1140 
Park 
av enu e. The two girls in the 
case were listed a s Do ro thy Nash 
and Mary Helen Smiley also o f 
Indianap o lis. 
Smiley and the 
two girls are believ ed to be fo r­ 
mer residents o f Ru shv ille. 
The affidav it states th at the 
Map le bo y was killed in an au ­ 
to mo bile accident and th at the 
fiv e named abo v e were resp o n­ 
sible and were u nder the in­ 
flu ence o f into x icating liq u o r at 
the time. 
The accident which resu lted in 
the 
y o u th’s 
death 
o ccu rred 
abo u t 8 :30 o ’clo ck Su nday m o rn­ 
ing at a p o int o ne mile west o f 
O ranee 
o n

which is the main ro ad between 
' Ru shv ille and Orange. 
Map le, 
with 
Ru ssell Hu ntsinger, was 
driv ing a chassis east o n the 
ro ad, and the co u p e which is 
said to hav e been o ccu p ied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Nash and Gilles­ 
p ie, was go ing at a high rate o f 
sp eed west. The imp act threw 
Hu ntsinger sev eral y ards fro m 
the chassis. He was o nly slight­ 
ly inju red. 
Map le su ffered a 
cru shed chest and o ne arm was 
almo st sev ered fro m his bo dy . 
The co u p e was badly damaged, 
altho u gh it is said the three o c­ 
cu p ants were u ninju red. A ro ad­ 
ster which was go ing ahead o f 
the co u p e and in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Smiley are said to hav e 
ridden, tu rned as so o n as the 
o ccupants learned o f the acci­ 
dent and retu rned to the scene. 
Nash, it is said abando ned his 
car, and the three p erso ns en­ 
tered the^ro adster.

Chester, Jr., called fo r a co nfer­ 
ence o f p o lice and co u nty inv es­ 
tigato rs this mo rning to lay be- 
io re him all the ev idence they 
hav e gathered since the co -ed’s 
bo dy was fo u nd last Fridiiy o n a 
rifle range no rth west o f the city . 
Dr. Sno o k and Mario n T. My ­ 
ers, research emp lo y e in the Uni­ 
v ersity Ho rticu ltu re Dep artment, 
who also is u nder arrest, were 
bo o ked fo r 
inv estigatio n 
o niy , 
bu t Dr. Sno o k, a p ro fesso r in the 
co llege o f v eterinary , may face a 
mo re serio u s charge, co u nty nu -> 
tho rities said, as the resu lt o f the 
disclo su re that he had been inti­ 
mate with Miss Hix fo r mo nths 
and had shared a small ap art­ 
ment with her. Dr. Sno o k is m ar­ 
ried. 
Unmo v ed ex cep t fo r a slight | 
shu dder when he lo o ked u p o n the 
blo o d stained grass where the 
bo dy o f the girl was fo u nd, he 
acco mp anied detectiv es y ester­ 
day mo rning first to the rifle 
range and then to the ro o m 
where he admitted ho lding try sts 
with the y o u ng medical stu dent. 
He denied all kno wledge o f the 
slay ing bu t with the p ro secu to r’s

o u s ex aminatio n than any y et

made was map p ed fo r the day . ! 
He was retu rned to his cell at 
the co u nty jail last night to 
await th at ex p erience to day .

no u nced that stains which ap ­ 
p eared to hav e been cau sed by 
blo o d were disco v ered in Dr. 
Sno o k’s au to mo bile. 
This added to the ev idence 
gathered Satu rday after the p ro ­ 
fesso r’s arrest when a v ariety o f 
articles and 
feminine 
effects, 
so me o f them stained, were re­ 
co v ered fro m Dr. Sno o k’s m a­ 
chine and fro m the fu rnace o f 
his ho me where a fire had been 
bu ilt Friday . 
Po lice also reco v ered fro m a 
dry cleaning establishment the 
su it which Dr. Sno o k was wear­ 
ing the night Miss Hix was slain. 
It had been sent to the cleaners 
Friday , bu t still has sev eral sp o ts, 
p o lice said. 
Thro u gh her hu sband’s at to rn­ 
ey s, Jo hn F. Seidel and E. C 
Rickett, Mrs Sno o k said th at the 
articles fo u nd in the Sno o k ho me 
were o f no co nseq u ence. She said 
ru bbish had been bu rned there 
and attribu ted the stains to the 
blo o d o f animals, calling atten­ 
tio n to her hu sband’s p ro fessio n. 


The rain sto rm that swep t 
Ru sh co u nty Su nday afterno o n 
seemed to center its v io lence in 
Po sey to wnship in the v icinity o f 
Arlingto n. A barn o n the farm 
belo nging to Mrs. Lillie Price was 
stru ck by lightning and co n­ 
su med by the resu ltant fire. 
In additio n to the bu ilding it­ 
self a q u antity o f hay and o ats, 
a binder, a wago n, and so me farm 
to o ls were destro y ed. An au to ­ 
mo bile tru ck belo nging to Charles 
Price was also bu rned. The ex act 
lo ss was no t estimated bu t it was 
u ndersto o d that eno u gh insu r­ 
ance was carried to co v er the 
greater p art o f it. 
The lightning stru ck the bu ild­ 
ing abo u t 1 o 'clo ck Su nday after­ 
no o n. Fo rtu nately there was no 
liv esto ck in the bu ilding at the 
time and no adjacent bu ildings 
were ignited by the bu rning barn. 
Abo u t two miles no rth o f the 
Price farm a ho rse o n the Ro bert 
Jo rdan farm was stru ck by light­ 
ning and killed. Telep ho ne p o les 
in that to wnship were damaged 
by lightning and wind, many be­ 
ing shattered and blo wn do wn. 
Practically ev ery ex change in the 
co u nty rep o rted co nsiderable rain 
hu t no great damage o u tside that 
near Arlingto n.

Fertilizer Facto ry , which was de­ 
stro y ed by fire J une 
5 , was under 
way this mo rning o n the site o f 
the o ld building, and plans call 
fo r a mo dern facto ry , larger in 
size than the o ne destro y ed. This 
will be built at a co st ranging 
fro m $45 ,000 to $5 0,000. 
The co ntract has been award­ 
ed to C. F. Meinken, o perating as 
D. E. Meinken and So n o f Cin­ 
cinnati. Fo rty men were o n the 
jo b this mo rning and as wo rk 
pro gresses a fo rce o f 75 will be 
emplo y ed in o rder to hav e the 
plant in o peratio n by August 
first. 
The co nstructio n co mpany Has 
mo v ed its camp here and is lo ­ 
cated o n a lo t near the wo rk. The 
debris 
has 
been 
practically 
cleared away , and the wo rk o f 
lay ing the co ncrete fo rms and 
fo undatio n is no w under way . 
The new building will be 103 
feet wide and 3 00 feet lo ng, which 
is wider and lo nger than the 
building that burned. The to wers 
in the building, to ho use equip­ 
ment will ex tend 6 0 feet into the 
air, and the general height will 
reach 45 feet o n the main po r­ 
tio ns.

Work rof rebuilding the Norrfc 


Fertilizer Factory, which was de- 
stroyed by fire June 5, was under 
way this morning on the site of 
the old building, and plans call 
for a modern factory, larger in 
size than the one destroyed. This 
will be built at a cost ranging 
from $45,000 to $50,000. 


The contract .has been award- 


ed to C. F: Meinken, operating as 
D. E. Meinken and Son of Cin- 
cinnati. Forty men were on the 
job this morning and as work 
progresses a force of 75 will be 
employed in order to have the 
plant in operation by August 
first. 


The construction company ..has 


moved its camp here and is lo^- 
cated on a lot near the work. The 
debris 
has . been 
practically 


cleared away, and the work of 
laying the concrete forms and 
foundation is now under way. 


The new building wfll be 103 


feet wide and 300 feet long, which 
is wider and longer than the 
building that burned. The towers 
in the building, to house equip- 
ment will extend 60 feet into the 
air, and the general height will 
reach 45 feet on the main por- 
tions. 


W. B. Norris, manager and op- 


erator of the plant stated today 
that all modern v equipment was 
to be installed and that much of 
the new machinery was now ar- 
riving. Five car loads of lumber 
will be here Tuesday so that no 
delays will be had in erecting the' 
plant. :

The building will hay e con- 


crete foundations and flooring. 
The structure will be similar to 
that of the building destroyed 
and will be built of galvanized 
iron sheeting. 


The fall operation generally be- 


gins from the middle of August 
to September first, and by -hav- 
ing the plant completed by the 
first of August it will enable the 
plant to fill all orders that were 
booked for fall delivery ancftake 
care of additional orders which 
will be received during the sum- 
mer for fall delivery.
